Give nature as- 
sistance bv planting systematically, and 
the danger of a timber famine will be 
within control. The area of forest land 
wept bv fire each yea> is about twice 
the area.cut over annually by logging 
crews. There arc 36.000 forest fires m 
the United States every year—about 100 
a day. These fires not only destroy ma- 
ture'timber, they prevent or injure new 
growth. The actual loss by forest iircs is 
estimated at 17 million dollars a year. 
But'the real loss is vastly more. 
AVhy? 


Because an acre of seedling trees, when 
swept by fire, way be worth about ?o, 
but it would be worth $200 when ready 
for the sawmill, and $1000 or more m 
marketed finished form as building tim- 
ber, furniture, etc.

Of 771 Tons Regarded 


As Monster Ship

Ilambur*— Seventy-five years ago 


the Hamburg-American 
line 
estab- 


lished its first ship, the Detitschland. 
in the service between Hamburg and 
Xew York: This was a sailing vessel 
of 771 tons, and was regarded as a. 
monster craft in those days. 
Thin 


liner was so 
successful 
that 
two 


others. the'Elbe and the Rhein, soon 
were put into service. 


Steamships were operating 
then, 


but because of the clumsy and space- 
consuming nature of the machinery 
and tho heavy cost* of 
fuel, 
they 


were not regarded as a good commer- 
cial proposition. 


Adolph Geoffrey, director of 
the 


German steamship company, at 
a 


meeting of the directors In 1843. told 
with great pride of the high character 
of the 
accommodations which 
its 


three ships were affording trans-At- 
lantic travelers who passed 42 days 
on the trip from Hamburg to Xew 
York and 30 days on the eastward 
trip. On one occasion the return trip 
was made in 23 days, a monumental 
achievement.
